DESPERATE CONVICT. 
H is D eterm ined A ttem p t to E scape from 
F olsom P rison. 
The State Prison Directors visited the 
prison at Folsom last Saturday, and on 
Sunday, in accordance with their usual 
custom, the members inspected the prison, 
hospitals, etc., and made special visits to all 
convicts who were undergoing punishment 
in solitary confinement. This is the usual 
practice, as it makes the members of the 
Board a check ou the Walden in the matter 
of punishments, and gives all the prisoners 
an opportunity to make any complaints or 
explana'ions they choose. 
A dispatch to the San Francisco I’od 
says that as the Directors were about to call 
on Conrad Schmitt they were told that he 
had just attempted to escape, and thev at 
once went into his cell. 
Schmitt is a Hollander by birth, a stone­ 
cutter by trade, the most desperate convict 
in the prison, and one of the most daring 
jail-breakers iu America, lie is serving a 
term of twelve years for burglary, and 
when that is out he will have to go back to 
Joliet Prison, whence he escaped about four 
years ago, leaving an unexpired sentence 
to his discredit. 
A DESPERATE MAN. 
On his arrival at Folsom he was set to 
work at stonecutting, and proved a good 
prisoner for some time, but one morning 
early the guard heard the sound of stone 
scraping, and soon Schmitt’s head emerged 
from a hole he had cut in the roof of his 
cell. The guard drove him back at the 
muzzle of his pistol, and Schmitt was put 
in solitary confinement. Since then he has 
made six attempts to escape, and it has 
been well understood iu the prison for a 
long time that he has made up his mind to 
commit murder in the jail that he might 
betaken for trial to Sacramento jail, from 
which he can easily escape. 
THE SIDE OF A CELL CUT OUT. 
Schmitt has cut the whole side of the 
cell out.” said the guard, as the Directors 
made their way to the place, and so it 
seemed when the door was opened. 
There stood the daring convict, naked, 
save for a pair of pantaloons, his hands be­ 
hind his back, his attitude expressive ot 
total indifference to results, his skin 
bleached by the confinement of a dark cell, 
as soft and white as a baby's, yet the 
muscles stood out on his arms and breast, 
and his splendidly built and noble frame 
gave him the appearance of an Apollo. 
“ If you bad put your head through the 
hole you made you would have been shot 
dead.” said one of the visitors. 
“ it was worth the chance,” was the re­ 
ply, and his tone indicated the most com­ 
plete disregard of consequences. 
The cell was in a cloud of dust and 
smoke. The smoke came from a piece of 
paper he had burnt in a pan to hide his 
work in case the guard looked in, and the 
dust was from the cement which he had 
hacked out from between the stone blocks 
in particles. Huge blocks of granite that 
he had cut out lay upon the floor, he was 
bathed in sweat, and with the evidences of 
his work around him it looked almost as 
though a Titan had been tearing down the 
labor of pigmies. 
A piece of wire taken from the bail of his 
bucket and sharpened on the wall was his 
only tool. 
With this tiny implement he had cut out 
the cement and removed the blocks till but 
one course of masonry remained to bar his 
egress, and from that the cement had been 
nearly all removed. Under his blankets 
he had hidden a lot of stone and cement 
that he bad previously removed. 
He had been manacled, but bad picked 
the locks of his leg irons with a [piece of 
wire hammered into a key with a bit of 
rock. 
“ Why are you naked ?” asked one of the 
Directors. " Have you no clothes?" 
“ I can work better like this," was the 
cool reply. 
HE INTENDED TO KILL. 
The guards then searched his cell and 
found two pieces of wire sharpened to a 
needle point and ground to a cutting edge, 
formed in the shaoe of a dagger, with a 
bent piece of wire for a handle, and lashed 
around with bedticking. It made an ugly 
and dangerous weapon—a dagger that 
would kill. 
“ What is this for?” was asked. 
“ 1 made it to kill Captain Powell,” was 
Schmitt’s reply. 
His intention was clear. He had made 
up his mind to creep along the corridor, 
sneak up behind Powell, the Captain of 
the Guard, kill him with the dagger, take 
his pistol and with it fight his way to lib­ 
erty. If caught, he would be taken to Sac­ 
ramento for trial, and from there his escape 
would lie easy, but the scraping of his wire 
tool against the cement of the wall was 
heard, and his desperate plan checked. 
He was taken to another cell, doubly man­ 
acled and a special watch put over him. 
A dispatch to the Record U nion states 
that Schmitt is the most desperate jail- 
breaker in the country. He has escaped 
from the Southern Illinois Penitentiary 
twice, and has broken out from other pris­ 
ons. This is his sixth attempt to break 
from Folsom, but the officers (here are 
confident he wiil not get out before his 
time, unless he goes to the cemetery. 
Stone walls and shackles will not hold him, 
but there is always a shotgun bearing on 
his cell. 
CLINTON’* C E LE B R A T IO N . 
T he P resid en t A tten d s th e C entennial 
E xercises a t C linton, N. Y. 
C linton, July 13th.—President Cleveland 
and party reached Clinton at 10 o’clock this 
morning. An immense crowd was at the 
station to greet them. They were escorted 
by the Jacksonians to Mrs. O. S. Williams’ 
residence, where they were greeted by the 
prominent members ot the Centennial 
Committee and many venerable citizens, 
while the parade, of six divisions, was go­ 
ing over its route. In the parade were the 
chief descendants of the Indians who gave 
the site of the village to its founders, Ske- 
andoa and Doxtaler, and over one hundred 
Oneidas, with an Indian band from the 
Onamlaga Reservation. Nearly all the 
available space within the village limits 
was crowded with spectators, and they are 
coming in on every train and every road­ 
wayAfter the parade the President spent an 
hour iu receiving callers at Mrs. Williams’ 
home, and over 3,000 people were pre­ 
sented. 
The exercises in the Park did not com­ 
mence until nearly 2 o’clock. Rev. Henry 
Darling. Piesident of Hamilton College, 
ottered the opening prayer. 
Rev. E. P. Powell made the address of 
welcome, to which the President re­ 
sponded. 
Professor A. G. Perkins delivered the 
historical address. Professor Root the ora­ 
tion. and Clinton Scollard, of Clinton, the 
poem. A banquet followed the literary 
exercises. Professor F. M. Burdick was 
the toastmaster. President Cleveland re­ 
sponded to “ Our Welcome Guest from the 
White House.”

WASHINGTON THE SCENE OF 
FOUL MURDER. 


Two Determ ined Suicides—HagRin’! 
Victories—Ilaseball G am es—Nine 
Negroes Stricken Dead. 


[SPECIAL DISrATCHES TO THE RECORD-CNION) 


CO LD -BLO O D ED M U RDER. 
M rs. G enera] H idw ell’s F a th e r A ssassin­ 
a te d on th e S treet in W ashington. 
W ashington, July 13th.-—The most sen­ 
sational murder in Washington since the 
assassination of President Garfield was 
committed this evening. Opposite the 
northeastern end of the Treasury* Depart­ 
ment boilding Joseph C. Kennedy, attor­ 
ney and real estate agent, one of the oldest 
residents of Washington and a personal 
acquaintance ol many ot the most promi­ 
nent people here, was murdered in cold 
blood—apparently without provocation— 
by John Daily, a white laborer. A few 
minutes before 5 o’clock Kennedy left his 
office and crossed the street, where he 
mailed several letters and started to take a 
car. When within a few feet of the car, 
Daily, who had been loitering about the 
corner for several hours, walked up behind 
him, and, drawing a large, keen-bladed 
knife, similar to those used by butchers in 
killing hogs, ran it into Kennedy’s right 
side, near the abdomen, with a vicious 
lunge. He then gave it a jerk sidewise. 
BYSTANDERS PARALYZED. 
There was a large crowd on the corner at 
the time, but all were so horror-stricken 
for the moment that nobody moved. 
Kennedy fell to the ground after giving a 
cry of “ Murder.” He groaned deeply, and 
pointed to the murderer, who made no at­ 
tempt to escape. The knife dropped out 
of Kennedy’s side as a physician came up 
THE ASSASSIN ARRESTED. 
Mason, a colored watchman, seized Daly, 
who stood looking on apparently the most 
unconcerned and selfqiossessed man in the 
crowd. 
Kennedy expired five minutes 
afterward, and the body was removed to 
the police station. 
THE m u r d er er’s STORY. 
The excitement rose rapidly, and the 
crowd grew boisterous and threatened to 
hang the murderer. Daily paid little at­ 
tention, and refused to say why he com­ 
mitted the crime. Once, when provoked 
by the crowd, he turned squarely around 
and said: " Yes, I killed him! d—n 
him !” He is a man of about 50 years of 
age, and apparently a workingman. At 
the station-house he told a rambling, inco­ 
herent story about an affair, the general 
purport of which was that Kennedy had 
wronged his father years ugo. and secured 
property worth $1,000 lor $000, and refused 
to make restitution. 
TIIE m u rd e re d m an 
Was about 75 years old, of an old Mary­ 
land family, and one of the most respected 
citizens of Washington. He was a grand­ 
son of Ellicott, who, at the request of 
Washington, surveyed the ten miles square 
that was incorporated as the District of 
Columbia. In 1S59 and 1800 Kennedy was 
Commissioner of Census, and was a prom­ 
inent politician in the early days and an ar­ 
dent adherent of the old Whig party. For 
a long time he edited the Franklin (I’a.) 
Intelligencer. He was an intimate friend 
of ex-Seuator Conkling, Attorney-General 
Garland, W. W. Corcoran and a large num­ 
ber of other people. He leaves an unmar­ 
ried daughter, Sallie Kennedy, a son, Jos. 
Kennedy, and one married daughter, the 
wife of General Bidwell, a wealthy Califor­ 
nian. Kennedy was a man of considerable 
property. 


INSTRUCTIVE TOPICS. 
M utter» E ngaging th e A ttention of the 
N ational K tlucatur* at C hicago. 
C h ic a g o , July 13th.—At the Educational 
Convention to-day Professor Stearns spoke 
of "The Socratic Method in Education.”

D , of Iowa, read a paper en­ 
titled, "W hat Lessons Does It Teach in 
Regard to the Future Educational Policy of 
Our Government?” 
Mr. Mayo, ot Boston, submitted a reso­

The 
Secretary’s report referred at length to the 
co-operation of similar associations in 
Amercia, and expressed a hope for the 
formation of a Joint Commission to con­ 
sider the advisability of creating an Anglo- 
American Arbitration Association. David 
Dudley Field, in moving the approval 
of the petition to Parliment in favor 
of the creation of such a tribunal as 
that proposed, expressed hearty sympathy 
with the cause. Americans were, he said, 
out of conceit with war. They had bad 
enough of it. Although England paid 
dearly for the Geneva arbitration, the re­ 
sult brought more honor to England than 
the greatest military victory she had ever 
secured.

THE IRRESISTIBLE LOGIC GF MOB LAW. 


The hot blood of passion having now 
had time to cool in this m atter of the un­ 
lawful and violent execution of Iíong Di 
at Colusa by a mob, it behooves good citi­ 
zenship to look at the matter in the calm 
of reason, and reflect upon the tendency of 
all such invasions of the law and out­ 
rageous interruptions of the course of 
.justice. 
On the morning of the lynching of the 
prisoner, and within two hours after that 
tragic event, the R ecord-Union said, 
while holding the verdict of the jury to 
have been inadequate to the atrocity of 
thi' crime : “ The artiou of the jury can­ 
not Ire held as an excuse fur the commis­ 
sion of a heinous crime by the people of 
Colusa, for it were far better that less than 
lie merited degree of punishment should 
b * inflicted ujMin a crim inal, than that a 
community should be guilty ol an equal 
crime under the lawless passion of a mob.” 
\\ hen the full news of the lynching was 
at hand, ami the facts were again reviewed, 
the R uuorii-I mon again said: 
“ The 
Colusa mob outraged the law and shamed 
the 
State 
by 
its 
criminal 
proceed­ 
ings.

And still later it expressed its opinion of 
the moh violence as “contempt for the law 
as an agency for the protection of life and 
property.” 
We have thus endeavored to keep it 
clearly before the public mind, that while 
the verdict in the ease was weak, deplor­ 
able and worthy of the criticism it has re­ 
ceived, it cannot in the slightest degree ex­ 
cuse or justify the action of the mob. 
I Itere can be 110 judgment formed de­ 
fensive of mob violence, that does not out­ 
rage the essential elements of our system 
ol satoguards for life and property. 
It was 
given to the people of Colusa and of the 
State to criticise and condemn the action 
ol the jury, but at no time and under no 
circumstances can it or any other com- 
munitv afford to assault the very ground­ 
work and foundation of the social system 
which it lias itself erected. 
I nder that system, and which has the 
approval of the ages and the highest 
judgm ent of the American people, a juris­ 
prudence embodying the loftiest attain­ 
ments of civilization lias been established. 
It gives the most solemn guarantees which 
society is capable of extending, that all 
invasions of the rights of life and prop­ 


e r t y 01 human beings, shall lie examined 
into In'foro the established tribunals of the 
law, and that their judgment shall be the 
final and 
dntenninate 
conclusions by 
which, no matter what the character of 
the judgment, all men shall abide. 
It needs but little reflection 011 the part 
• ■i the thinking man to set that any other 
rule must lead to the domination of pas­ 


sio n and the anarchy inseparable from the 
suspension ol the laws. 
The moment any 
justification of a mob is conceded, sovietv 
gives over to the irregular passions of men 
the sole power of judging when unreason 
and violence shall supplant reason and 
order. 
The community that can give the 
accused a fair trial, a- we lielicvo was done 
at Colusa, must abide the outcome of that 
trial, or stand convicted of su ch lógicas 
th is: "T h e Courts may try the offender, 
but if the tribunal established by the svs- 
tem that secure.' and protects us in even 
right we enjoy, renders a judgment that 
does not accord with the conclusions of the 
mob, it s h a ll not be allowed to stand, but 
there shall l>e substituted for deliberate 
j 1 uncial conclusion th e v ildand irresponsi­ 
ble will and hot passion of the mob." 
There Is no other logical, reasonable 
statement of the case to !>e made. Mob 
lav. in Colusa or in Men York, upon the 
border hind between savagery and civiliza­ 
tion, or in the midst of the surroundings 
of law and culture, is the same. 
It dis­ 
regards the highest attribute of civiliza­ 
tion—the sacredn e - of human life. 
Now it must Iw- clear to those inclined 
to 1 xcuso the resort to lawlessness, that 
under the rule of the mob this sacred 
guard is broken down and outraged, and 
llia t there is given encouragement by pre- 
ccpt and example to a form of assassina­ 
tion, mid that it does not and cannot con­ 
tribute to the sacredness of human life. 
Tin* life oi men in Colu-a count" to-day is 
no more sacred and luis uo broader guaran­ 
tees by reason of the outrage and irrational 
passion of last Monday morning. On the 
contrary the wall of its guarantees lias 
been shaken to its foundation by the pas­ 
sion of the mob. 
Society h a s established the jury sxstem 
as a part of its criminal jurisprudence. 
I'ntil in orderly manner and by constitu­ 
tional methods it substitutes some other, 
it is bound by all that men hold sacred, by 
every instinct of self-].reservation, by every 


1 r.-cept of civilization and every oldiga- j 
tion of citizenship to stand by the conclu-1 
sions of the jury to which has been com- 
j mitted judgment of the facts and the de- 
{ termination of the measure of punishment. 
No man who claims his life and property 
under the guards of the laws of the social 
compact has a right to say that the judg­ 
ment, no m atter what it may be, at­ 
tained 
by 
the 
methods 
provided 
by 
society 
in 
its 
wisdom, 
has 
not 
been justly reached. 
To assail it and re­ 
verse it by mob violence is to commit 
treason against 
civilized jurisprudence 
and the administration of justice. 
The people of Colusa, who have been 
law-abiding in an eminent degree, as is the 
strong tendency of all agricultural com­ 
munities, will be as quick to perceive the 
irrefutable logic of this reasoning as those 
viewing the special case from the calm of 
distance. 
If California communities are to give 
fair trials to criminals, of what avail will 
they !>e if their results are not allowed to 
stand, however distasteful ? 
If they are to 
subject human life to the peril of trial for 
its further prolongation, but deny to it the 
benefit of the judgment rendered according 
to civilized methods, the orderly system is 
no Iictter than that which denies all protec­ 
tion, except such as a mob in its wild and 
unreasoning clemency may see fit to grant. 
The community that can afford to sub­ 
scribe to such a method of administering 
punishment practically renders trial by 
established Courts a mockery, and one that 
it were better not to make at all. 
The process of the law through the 
agency of Court and jury having been in­ 
voked, and a judgment regularly, fairly, 
im partially reached, the people of Colusa 
vr.re bound by every consideration that 
secures them in life and property, and that 
fortifies their claim to civilization, to see 
to it that the judgm ent stood. 
In the 
light of every higher consideration, the 
hanging of llong Di by a mol> must lie un­ 
equivocally condemned, for it was an un­ 
justifiable homicide and an assassination, 
and an outrage upon the peace and order 
of society. 


THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The citizens’ Improvement Association 
promises to fulfill the high Hoik's enter­ 
tained of it by those who suggested and 
promoted its organization. I t is increasing 
in membership, and, what is better, in 
courage. 
It is formulating its plans with 
deliberation, but with certainty, and, so far 
as it 
lias 
acted 
upon 
public 
ques­ 
tions, it has been felt and acknowledged to 
lie in the right. 
At its last meeting im­ 
portant reports were made, notably that 
concerning the assessment of grant lands 
and large tracts, and which will form the 
basis for action, probably, in the uear fu­ 
ture, so far as it may be demonstrated that 
there are 
uneqnal 
and 
too 
low as­ 
sessments. The Association, it should be 
understood, is one moved by public spirit 
and a sense of duty-doing. 
The men in it 
are not laboring for selfish ends, but be­ 
cause of the pride they take in the city of 
their home and the desire they entertain 
for the prosperity and welfare of the com­ 
munity. They have met and will continue 
to meet with opposition, for it is in the 
natural order of things that all progressive 
movements are met by some who have not 
risen to the level of a true conception of 
their spirit, and by others who are prone 
to attribute selfish motives to all human 
action. 
The Association membership ex­ 
pects to encounter these obstacles, but it 
also expects to overcome them. It ought 
to 
have 
the 
countenance and 
sup­ 
port 
of all 
citizens, since 
its 
sole 
purpose is to do the community good. 
Such effort a* the Association is ju st now 
making is mainly in the direction of in­ 
quiry, in order to ascertain facts and lay 
foundations for methodical work. 
To this 
end many committees have been appointed 
to inquire into questions of local impor­ 
tance, into matters of specially-needed im­ 
provements, and into suburban develop­ 
ment. 
These committees will at the same 
time act immediately in aU cases where 
their lalmrs will promote any public im­ 
provement. 
The influence of the general 
committee has already been made bene­ 
ficially manifest in the m atter of the pro­ 
posed improvement of M street, and which 
it is confidently believed will now be ac­ 
complished. 
Even the 
expectation of 
such a result has brought the pledge of 
heavy investment by non-resident prop­ 
erty owners, so true is it that improve­ 
ment provokes improvement. 


1 h e .San Francisco Call, commenting 
upon the llong I)i case, savs: 
“ Accept­ 
ing Hong Id ’s statement, his attack upon 
Weaver was, in a moral sense, murder of 
the first degree, 
llong Di was not in 
danger of bis life. 
All his evidence 
amounts to is tTiat being afraid of Weaver 
be tried to put Weaver out of the way. 
That defense, if allowed, would deluge the 
streets of any city in the country in blood. 
The jieople naturally resented such a ver­ 
dict.”

The T estim ony for th e P rosecu tion 
A ll In—In terestin g E vid en ce on 
B e h a lf o f th e C ontestants. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCH TO THE BECOED-COTON.) 


S a n F r a n c is c o , July I3th.—The taking 
of testimony in the case of The Government 
vs. Towle Bros., C. P. R. R. et al. was re­ 
sumed at 10 a . m. to-day before Special Ex­ 
aminer A. L. Coombs in United States Cir­ 
cuit Court, Judge Sawyer. 
The first witness called was Richard 
Neville, a rancher, 64 years of age, who 
lives at French Corral, in Nevada county, 
Said he was acquainted with all the mines 
in the vicinity of Lowell H ill. For the 
past ten years he had owned two-thirds of 
what is called the Lowell Hill mining prop­ 
erty. He was owner in the mine at the 
time application was made for a patent. 
He had taken all the necessary legal steps 
to acquire such patent, and in order to 
quiet title stood three lawsuits. Said he 
was induced to purchase lk)well Hill from 
the excellent showing of the Golden Bull 
and adjoining mines lying to the south­ 
ward. Lowell H ill is what they call in 
mining parlance a drift mine. Did not 
succeed in acquiring a patent. They told 
me at the Land Office that a patent had al­ 
ready been issued to the railroad company. 
This was lone after I made my surveys and 
filed my application. On section 7 there 
are some spots susceptible of cultivation, 
but no legal subdivision can be said to be 
agricultural land. 
On cross-examination, witness said that 
the way he became possessed of two-thirds 
of the Lowell Hill mine was th is: M. Ske- 
han, its owner, owed him $200, and he took 
the mine in payment. He was to give 
Skehan more it be ever took anything out 
of it, but as he had not done so, Skehan 
had never received anything more than a 
receipt for his indebtedness. 
He admitted 
to a question by Senator Sargent that the 
soil and climate of this section was specially 
well adapted to apple culture, which in 
this locality was a profitable crop. The 
winter frosts give vigor to the tree and fla­ 
vor to the fruit. He also stated that sec­ 
tion 7 was heavily timbered originally with 
valuable forests of sugar pine, yellow’ pine, 
fir, spruce, cedar, and oak, all of majestic 
growth. Referring again to the purchase 
of the Lowell Hill mine, he said : Skehan 
was indebted to me something over $200. I 
took it for the debt, and in reality never 
paid a eent for it. I have never taken a 
cent out of it. and cannot swear that I ever 
saw any gold that was taken out of it. 
Noneof’the workings of the Lowell Hill 
mine are on section 7. 
On redirect examination witness said he 
had not worked the mine for several rea­ 
sons, chief among which were the suits 
against the hydraulic miners by the vallev 
people, and the fact that the land had been 
patented by the railroad company. 
On re-cross-examination the witness said 
that neither the Towle Bros, nor the rail­ 
road company had ever stopped his work­ 
ing the mine or cutting timber. 
M. Skehan, the prosecuting witness, was 
recalled, and gave a history of his experi­ 
ence of twenty-seven vears as a drift 
miner, twenty-live of which was in that 
section, and two in Austin, Nevada. He 
gave his opinion as a mining expert that 
section 7 contained gravel deposits of value. 
He then produced a large number of deeds 
that bad been given in transferring mines 
in this section, dating back for many years. 
Senator Sargent object to them as irrele­ 
vant, immaterial, and not relating to the 
section in question. The dates on one of 
the deeds bad all been carefully erased, and 
anoiher substituted. Witness said he did 
not know by whom, at what time, nor for 
what purpose the same were made. 
Senator Sargent then added to his objec­ 
tion that of falsification. 
Senator Sargent—This deed is signed by 
Patrick Skehan. Is he dead? 
Witness—He is now. 
At this point General Carey said he had 
two more witnesses who had' been subpe- 
naed, but were not present. He asked the 
privilege of putting their evidence in when 
they arrived. To this Senator Sargent 
agreed. He also put in evidence the patent 
from the United States to the railroad com­ 
pany: and other documentary evidence 
now en route from the department at 
Washington, it was also agreed to admit 
upon its arrival, subject to objections by 
the respondents. W ith these explanations', 
requests and stipulations, General Carev 
announced that he was through. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 
The first witness for the respondents was 
Charles E. Uren, County Surveyor of Ne­ 
vada county, a civil engineer, atid a United 
States deputy mineral surveyor. He had 
made geology a study in order to familiar­ 
ize him self with the mines 
in 
his 
ana adjacent counties. 
He was 27 vears 
of age, and 
had 
an experience 
of 
six 
or 
seven 
years in 
the 
field 
as 
a 
civil 
engineer. He 
exhibited 
a map of section 7, showing all the mining 
claims in section 7 and their exterior ex­ 
tensions outside of that section. The geo­ 
logical character of the northern portion 
so far as visible is that of a serpentine for­ 
mation, which extends as far south as 
McGuire & Patterson's ditch. The north 
hillside of Steep Hollow creek is a ser­ 
pentine rock, more or less exposed to view. 
South of this formation, the country for 
some distance is covered with a lava de­ 
posit or cap, and again is this formation 
found near the southern border of the sec­ 
tion. The southeast corner of the iection 
is a bare slate point. North of this is 
found serpentine rock. He examined the 
section closely while making his surveys 
in June last, to see if he could find any­ 
thing that could be considered rim rock, 
but found none. Topographically tbenorth- 
ern portion of the section is much broken. 
The bills through which Steep Hollow 
creek and its forks run are very steep, in 
some places 
the. slopes 
beitic 
fully 
45°. 
Southerly 
from 
Steep 
Hollow 
creek the ground becomes fiat above Mc­ 
Guire A Patterson's ditch, and does not 
again ri3e for a quarter of a mile, covering 
a greater portion of the Lowell Hill and 
Sacramento and Bear River. The highest 
point lies south of this, which has an alti­ 
tude of 1,000 feet above Steep Hollow 
creek, and is known as Negro Jack's 
Mountain. North of Steep Hollow creek 
the country is steep and rugged. South the 
lava cap is loam soil consisting of decayed 
vegetable matter, and is fertile land. This 
serpentine rock extends northward through 
the section. Gold is never found in lava 
tlow. First visited section 7 in 1874 or '75. 
At that time it was well timbered, the 
higher or more elevated portions being 
heavily timbered. A large amount of ex­ 
cellent timber, sugar pine, fir. cedar and 
oak, still remain 011 the north and south 
sides 
of Steep 
Hollow 
creek. 
Wit­ 
ness assisted in surveying 
the Golden 
Buil tunnel in order to locate the air 
shaft, which is just inside of section 12 ; 
all the workings of the mine, however, be­ 
ing on section 12. The air-shaft has a 
depth of 180 feet. There are to be found 
at the mouth of the shaft no gold-bearing 
earth or other debris taken out while sink­ 
ing that would indicate a gravel deposit. 
Witness said be had assisted in surveys 
made at different times in the Golden Bull, 
Planet, East New York and the Dewev 
Tunnel. Had run some of the lines on the 
Lowell Hill mine. He had observed that 
the course of the channel in all these mines 
indicated that it comes from Democrat 
Hill and the Wide West mine on section 6, 
thence goes southeast to the Knight Boys’ 
claim, then is cut off by Steep Hollow 
creek from Lowell Hill, from which it ex­ 
tends down through Golden Bull. Swamp 
Angel, East New York and down into 
Liberty Hill. All these points are west of 
the west line of section 7. 
Witness ex­ 
amined the character of the gravel west of 
this section, and found that it contained 
quartz. That to the eastward contains no 
quartz. 
The inference from that is that 
the channel was cut off by Steep Hollow 
creek and it all lies west of seven. The 
grade of the channel in the Golden Bull is 
three or four feet to the hundred. The levels 
in the different mines indiori* this coarse. 
Witness said that the air 
in Golden 
Bull mine is in section 7. about one hun­ 
dred feet inside the west line, and in the 
extreme east run rock of the channel. He 
had visited the Mammoth Spring tu n n el: 
examined the gravel at the dump. 
It was 
line, and such as did not indicate an 
ancient river channel. 
On the Bear River 
hi'tis, G00 feet above the bed of the stream, 
these benches of gravel are sometimes 
found, hut which 
do not indicate an 
ancient river 
channel. 
The W hite & 
Kinder claim is of this character. When 
witness visited the section last month no 
one was mining on Steep Hollow. 
He 
noticed that gravel deposit bad at one time 
existed on Sleep Hollow creek, but that 
the same had 
been mined out years 


ago. The gravel on Steep Hollow creek 
consisted of clay, bowlders, igneous rocks, 
sand and occasionally a quartz bowlder. 
This indicates that there is no channel and 
never was 011 section 7. In the opinion of 
witness the land was desirable and chiefly 
valuable for fruit culture. The soil on the 
plateau is covered with a thick growth of 
pine and is very fertile. The steeper por­ 
tions and that in the serpentine rock for­ 
mation have no soil to speak of upon them. 
On 
cross-examination, 
witness 
was 
closely questioned as to his experience as a 
civil engineer in the field and to hisknowl- 
edgeof surveying extending back to the time 
he was 14 years of age, and first commenced 
assisting his father, who is a surveyor in 
the field. He was employed for four years 
in the United States Surveyor-General’s 
office, and had made a study of geology to 
familiarize himself with the gravel and 
quartz formations in Placer and Nevada 
counties. He understood the principles 
of 
drift 
m ining; 
was 
raised in 
a 
hydraulic 
camp, 
where 
an 
excel­ 
lent 
opportunity 
was 
afforded 
to 
study the geological formations of these 
sections. He was subjected to a very se­ 
vere and long-drawn-out examination as to 
his theory that the ancient river channel 
passed westward of and not through sec­ 
tion 7. His ideas were very clear upon this 
point, and he made it even clearer upon 
cross-examination than given in his direct 
testimony. 
General Carey dwelt upon the fact that 
as these mining surveys extended into sec­ 
tion 7 the miners evidently had a different 
theory as to the location and direction of 
the gold-bearing gravel channel from that 
of witness. 
On redirect testimony witness said it was 
no unusual thing for applicants for m in­ 
eral patenta4o include in their surveys val- 
able timber and agricultural lands and 
lands known not to contain mineral, but to 
be used as dumping places. 
Senator Sargent said this was undoubt­ 
edly the case in this instance, for one of the 
witnesses on the part of the Government 
in this case had admitted that he would 
give $10 per acre for a certain portion of 
section 7 for agricultural purposes. 
On further questioning by General Carey, 
witness said that he could not sav that the 
mines referred to in this case had included 
portions of section 7 for its timber or the 
fertility of its soil, but he was satisfied that 
it was only valuable for those purposes. 
The soil is what is termed a light loam, 
consisting of disintegrated lava and de­ 
cayed vegetable matter. It is heavily cov­ 
ered witii a vigorous growth of pine, such 
as is only to be found in deep rich soil. 
All of it will yield abundant fruit crops 
with proper cultivation and some irriga­ 
tion. 
Allan Towle, the next witness, is one of 
the firm of Towle Bros., who are defend­ 
ants in the case. He said they purchased 
this land from the railroad company in 
April, 1875. The conveyance of the rail­ 
road company to Towle Bros, of section 7 
was filed in evidence. Witness said the 
land was bought for grazing purposes and 
the timber upon it. 
When purchased, it 
was covered with fine forests of spruce, fir, 
cedar, sugar and yellow pine. 
Sugar 
pine 
is worth 
about 
one-third more 
than the othei kinds of timber. He could 
not say how much sugar pine was upon 
the section at the time they bought it. 
Quite a lot of it had been cut off by shake- 
makers. Witness had followed lumbering 
and mining for many years, and that was 
his business at present. When they bought 
section 7 they did so for the timber and to 
use it for a stock range. He did not at 
that time, has at no time since, and does 
not now think it valuable for mineral. The 
south half of the section Is good so il; the 
north half is steep, rough and rocky, es­ 
pecially so alongthe course of Steep Hollow 
creek. On the south half fruit of all kinds 
can be raised, especially apples and pears. 
When we bought this section we knew the 
Government had patented it to the railroad 
company. We relied upon their patent, 
believing the Government had acted justly 
and intelligently, and on that faith we pur­ 
chased it. He did no1, know of any one 
mining on the section at the time of 
their purchase, and was not aware of 
any one's mining on it since. Witness 
had been mining in that section for the 
past thirty years. His first mining was 
done in Steep Hollow creek, on its north 
fork. Prospected some on its south fork, 
in section 7, but found nothing that would 
pay. He considered Steep Hollow and its 
branches pretty well worked out at that 
time. I could find gold, but not enough to 
pay expenses, and I left in debt to the 
trading post. There was no prospecting on 
section 7 at that time, that I was aware of. 
I was there again in 1HG0 or 1861, and found 
the place apparently abandoned. 
I never 
interfered with anyone mining upon that 
section. He went to Thompson Hill in 
1857, run a tunnel into it and kept drifting 
in that mine for two years. 
Have since 
been and am now interested in mines at 
Dutch Flat, Gold Run and Alta. He never 
knew of the existence of a gravel channel 
upon section 7, and did not believe there 
was one. 
On cross-examination, witness said his 
impression was that they paid $5 per acre 
for all of section 7. Nearly all of the val­ 
uable timber on the south half had been 
cut off. When the land was bought he 
did not consider it valuable for mineral 
and does not now. He lives at Towks, 34 
miles south of section 7. Has raided 
there for the past four years: prior to that, 
from 1856, resided at Dutch Flat. 
He 
knew of the Mammoth Spring tunnel, but 
never considered the gravei there is gold 
bearing or indicative ol a pay channel. Mr. 
Skehan, the prosecuting witness, he was not 
sure whether he knew him or not. They 
had been trying to scrape an acquaintance 
at the noon recess. He did not know who 
he was by sight until the commencement 
of this trial. 
He had a fine garden and 
orchard at Towles, another at Dutch Flat, 
and had demonstrated that lands similar 
in every respect to those on section 7 were 
fertile, and good for the cultivation of 
first. Th ■ land, however, they had bought 
more particularly for the timber. When 
General Carey pressed the witness to know 
the extent of his mining experience, the 
latter replied that he was a in- miner until 
the Sacramento people obiec-itd and Judge 
Sawyer interposed an objection. 
At 4:45 r. >1. adjourned to 10 a. m. to­ 
morrow.

W. Chamberlain, of Smartsville. came be­ 
fore the Board ofStipervisorsof this county 
with a petition, setting forth that they are 
the lessees of the Golden Gate mine at 
Smartsville, commonly known as the Tat 
Campbell m ine; that they now propose to 
work the said mine as a drift mine ; that 
they have struck a very rich drift, and that 
all they lack of being able to successfully 
operate the mine is to get the old tunnel, 
tlume and cut (heretofore used in hydrau- 
iicking) open so as to have drainage for the 
mine, and that the said tunnel, cut and 
flume must be opened up by sluicing the 
material now in them tnrough the tunnel 
and into the ravine adjoining the river, re­ 
quiring two or three hours work ; therefore 
they petitioned the Board to give its con­ 
sent to allow them to then sluice the m a­ 
terial out. Supervisors Malalley, Arnold 
and Pine signed a permit, and the petition­ 
ers went home last night rejoicing. They 
think they will be able to give employment 
at fair wages to about 120 men. This will 
revive things at Smartsville, and create a 
large trade for Marysville, and will not in 
eny sense damage the Yuba river more 
than any other quartz or drift m ine.”—

CITY IMPROVEMENT. 


M eeting o f Tw o C o m m ittees L a st E v en in g 
fo r ItiiBiness. 
The Improvement Association Committee 
on Clear Water Supply for the city met at 
the office of W. P. Coleman last evening. 
The committee consists of W. P. Coleman, 
G. W . Chesley, A. J. Stevens, Captain H . 
Weinstock, Dr. W. A . Briggs, C. K. Mc­ 
Clatchy, H. Wittenbrock, F. Foster, XV. K. 
Chamberlain, A. Walter. Frank Gregory, 
L. L. Lewis. 
W. P. Coleman called the 
meeting to order and resigned the posi­ 
tion of Chairman, and L. L. Lewis was 
chosen to fill the vacancy. C. K. Mc­ 
Clatchy was elected Secretary. 
After an 
animated and interesting discussion of the 
different water plans, a motion of Mr. 
Chesley was adopted to adjourn to next 
Saturday night at 8 o’clock, then to listen 
to verbal or written prepositions from par­ 
ties 
interested 
in 
water or Alteration 
schemes. 
It is the desire of the committee 
that all parties having plans for supplying 
Sacramento with water attend the meet­ 
ing and make known their propositions. 
The committee appointed by the associa­ 
tion upon street railroad facilities, held a 
meeting last evening. The members of the 
committee are: Phillip Scheld, A. Leonard, 
XX. II. Colelough, Charles F. Dillman, E. 
A. Crouch, H . S. Kirk, L. S. Taylor, and J. 
F. Richardson. 
The full committee was 
present. 
R. S. Carey, proprietor of the 
street railway, was also present, by the in­ 
vitation of the committee. An interesting 
discussion of street and street railway mat­ 
ters was had. 
It was found by a compari­ 
son of views by those present that a great 
deal of complaint had been made against 
the railway company because they did not 
stop their cars at either crossing of a street 
when hailed by persons desiring to ride. 
It seems that many people have never 
yet learned that the street cars are not per­ 
mitted to stop in an intersection of two 
streets, because the City Trustees have 
passed an ordinance forbidding it. The 
theory of course is that stopping cars at 
intersections of streets is liable to cause col­ 
lision. but the danger is not very great. At 
least Mr. Carey expressed himselt as w ill­ 
ing to take all chances o f damages both to 
cars and otlier vehicles, if the ordinance 
be repealed. 
His road gets the credit of 
refusing to stop cars at the intersections, 
he said, when they are prohibited from 
doing so. 
A special committee consisting of C. F. 
Dillman, A. Leonard and W. H . Colclugh 
were appointed to present the matter to 
the Board of Trustees and request that the 
ordinance be repealed. 
The committee's attention was called to 
the fact that street-cars are the only carriers 
of passengers in this city who are"required 
to pay a license therefor, but no action was 
taken in relation thereto. 
L. S. Taylor, J. F. Richardson and E. A. 
Crouch were’ appointed a committee to ex­ 
amine the condition of streets along the 
line of the street-car tracks and report at 
the next meeting of this committee. 
Mr. 
Carey stated that the street-car owners were 
at all times willing to do any reasonable 
thing to put and keep streets along the line 
* their road in good condition ; that they 
would raise their track at H and Tenth 
streets if no objection was made, so as to 
get the street there high enough to drain 
the water off’; that they would gravel be­ 
tween the rails of their track on H street 
whenever the city would gravel the bal­ 
ance of the street, but that they were not 
willing to have the grade of that street 
raised, because it would destroy their track 
to do so. 
Mr. Carey also said they were willing to 
have O street graded. 
It could be graded 
up without injury to them, for the reason 
that when the City Engineer had given 
them their grade, he had set their track 
above the grade of the street four inches. 
W ith reference to the line from K and 
Second streets to the Art Gallery, Mr. 
Carey stated that he did not wish to lay 
down a track himself, but if any citizens 
would undertake the matter he would give 
them the use of a car to be run on that 
line, they to furnish the horses and driver, 
and that they could run that car over his 
line3 to the depot from K and Second 
streets free of charge. 
H e also stated that 
as soon as practicable the street car owners 
would extend the track from Tenth and K 
streets to Twentieth, and after that was 
completed they would extend the three 
branches out li, K and O streets a few 
blocks at a time, but each to be kept abreast 
of the other until Thirty-first street is 
reached. 
This will be done as fast as the 
business will warrant, but they will not at­ 
tempt specially to boom those streets. They 
had had enough of experience in that line 
at East I’ark. 
They had tried to boom for 
two years and lost money on the job. 
The committee adjourned to meet at the 
call of the Rresident.

B oard o f E q u alization . 
Ai .he session of the County Hoard of 
Equalization yesterday the Land Grant 
Committee of the City and County Im ­ 
provement Association presented to the 
Board a copy of the report submitted by 
them to the Association Tuesday evening 
and which was published in yesterday s’ 
Recobd-Ukion. It was read, and, on mo­ 
tion of Supervisor Hates, it was received 
and ordered on file, and the thanks of the 
Hoard tendered the committee for informa­ 
tion given by its members and through 
their report. 
A num ber of memorials, 
numerously signed, were also handed to 
the Cierk, but no action was taken con­ 
cerning them. They asked the Board to 
rai9e the assessment of the Norris and San 
Joaquin (San Juan) Grants, and other tracts 
withheld from settlement, “to a fair and 
just valuation.’’ V. S. McClatchy and G. W. 
Hanco k, of the committee, addressed the 
Board relative to the report presented. It was 
stated that the committee had not endeav­ 
ored to fix the value of the lands referred 
to, nor asked others to do so, bnt held that 
where a certain sum was offered parties for 
land .11 good faith, and the offer was re­ 
fused. the am ount offered should properly 
be considered the cash value of the prop"- 
ertv, and the assessment levied accordingly. 
Members of the Board made remarks 
showing that they appreciated the efforts 
of the committee, and promised to give 
the subject earnest attention. It was also 
stated that when the assessment of the 
lands referred to came up to be acted upon, 
and the parties had been cited to appear, 
the Hoard would be pleased to see the com­ 
mittee present. They would also be invited 
to accompany the Hoard on a visit to the 
tiacts if personal inspection was deemed 
necessary.

CITY IMPROVEMENT. 


M eeting o í Two C om m ittees I.ast Evening 
for B usiness. 
The Improvement Association Committee 
on Clear W ater Supply for the city met at 
the office of W. P. Coleman last evening. 
The committee consists of W. P. Coleman, 
G. W . Chesley, A. J. Stevens, Captain H. 
Weinstock, Dr. W. A. Briggs, C. K. Mc­ 
Clatchy, H. Wittenbrock, F. Foster, W . E. 
Chamberlain, A. Walter, Frank Gregory, 
L. L. Lewis. W. P. Coleman called the 
meeting to order and resigned the posi­ 
tion of Chairman, and L. L. Lewis was 
chosen to fill the vacancy. C. K. Mc­ 
Clatchy was elected Secretary. After an 
animated and interesting discussion of the 
different water plans, a motion of Mr. 
Chesley was adopted to adjourn to next 
Saturday night at 8 o'clock, then to listen 
to verbal or written prepositions from par­ 
ties 
interested 
in 
water or Alteration 
schemes. It is the desire of the committee 
that all parties having plans for supplying 
Sacramento with water attend the meet­ 
ing and make known their propositions. 
The committee appointed by the associa­ 
tion upon street railroad facilities, held a 
meeting last evening. The members of the 
committee are: PhillipScheld, A. Leonard, 
W. H. Colclough, Charles F. Dillman, E. 
A. Crouch, H. S. Kirk, L. S. Taylor, and J. 
F. Richardson. 
The full committee was 
present. R. S. Carey, proprietor of the 
street railway, was also present, by the in­ 
vitation of the committee. An interesting 
discussion of street and street railway m at­ 
ters was had. It was found by a compari­ 
son of views by those present that a great 
deal of complaint had been made against 
the railway company because they did not 
stop their cars at either crossing of a street 
when hailed by persons desiring to ride. 
It seems that many people have never 
yet learned that the street cars are not per­ 
mitted to stop in an intersection of two 
streets, because the City Trustees have 
passed an ordinance forbidding it. The 
theory of course is that stopping cars at 
intersections of streets is liable to cause col­ 
lision. but the danger is not very great. At 
least Mr. Carey expressed himself as will­ 
ing to take all chances of damages both to 
cars and other vehicles, if the ordinance 
be repealed. His road gets the credit of 
refusing to stop cars at the intersections, 
he said, when they are prohibited from 
doing so. 
A special committee consisting of C. F. 
Dillman, A. Leonard and W. H . Colclugh 
were appointed to present the m atter to 
the Board of Trustees and request that the 
ordinance be repealed. 
The committee’s attention was called to 
the fact that street-cars are the only carriers 
of passengers in this city who are required 
to pay a license therefor, but no action was 
taken in relation thereto. 
L. S. Taylor, J. F. Richardson and E. A. 
Crouch were’ appointed a committee to ex­ 
amine the condition of streets along the 
line of the street-car tracks and report at 
the next meeting of this committee. Mr. 
Carey stated that the street-car owners were 
at all times willing to do any reasonable 
thing to put and keep streets along the line 
of their road in good condition ; that they 
would rai?e their track at H and T en tt 
streets if uo objection was made, so as to 
get the street there high enough to drain 
the water off'; that they would gravel be­ 
tween the rails of their track on II street 
whenever the city would gravel the bal­ 
ance of the street, but that they were uot 
willing to have the grade of that street 
raised, because it would destroy their track 
to do so. 
Mr. Carey also said they were willing to 
have O street graded. It could be graded 
up without injury to them, for the reason 
that when the City Engineer had given 
them their grade, lie had set their track 
above the grade of the street four inches. 
W ith reference to the line from K and 
Second streets to the A it Gallery, Mr. 
Carey stated that he did not wish to lay 
down a truck himself, but if any citizens 
would undertake the matter he would give 
them the use of a ear to be run on that 
line, they to furnish the horses and driver, 
and that they could run that car over his 
lines to the depot from K and Second 
streets free of charge. He also stated that 
as soon as practicable the street car owners 
would extend the track from Tenth and K 
streets to Twentieth, and after that was 
completed they would extend the three 
branches out H, K and O streets a few 
blocks at a time, bnt each to be kept abreast 
of the other until Thirty-first street is 
reached. This will be done as fast as the 
business will warrant, but they will not at­ 
tempt specially to boom those streets. They 
had had enough of experience in that line 
at East Park. 
They had tried to boom for 
two years and lost money on the job. 
The committee adjourned to meet at the 
call ol the President. 


A T ough C ustom er. 
About (i o'clock last evening a telephonic 
message was received at the station-house, 
stating that there was trouble at the West­ 
ern Hotel. 
Officers Able and Franks 
has'.ened there, and found a stout-built 
young man, fighting drunk, intimating his 
intention to “ clean out1' the establish­ 
ment. He was conveyed to the slation- 
house, and during a tussel with him there 
he got officer Abie's left thum b in his 
mouth and bit it to the bone near the sec­ 
ond joint. The officers administered such 
a choking that he was persuaded to release 
the thum b, and he was then ironed and put 
in a cell. Some hours later he stated that his 
name was James Leonard, and that he was 
discharged from the Folsom Prison on 
Tuesday, having been sent to that institu­ 
tion from San Bernardino county. It is 
not doubted that he is an ex-convict, but 
the list of discharges from the prison does 
not include the name he gave, though two 
prisoners from Sail Bernardino county 
were discharged a few days ago. A charge 
of mayhem has been entered against him. 
Officer Abie is quite unfortunate as regards 
bites. A few weeks ago, while he was 
making an arrest, he was severely bitten 
by a dog, from the effects of which he has 
scarcely recovered. 


D o n 't W a s te t h e W a te r .—The report 
made to the Board of Trustees last Monday 
that over 41,000,000 gallons of water were 
pumped at the city water works last week 
indicates that there must be a considerably 
waste of water going on, as the largest 
am ount pumped in anyone week iast sum ­ 
m er was but 38.000,000 gallons, and that 
was in September, when it is expected 
that more will be used than during any 
other month. The Superintendent of the 
W ater W orks has determined to make an 
investigation to determine who it is that is 
violating ^the ordinance relative 
to the 
use of city water, and will have all offend­ 
ers arrested. 


E x e c u tiv e P ardos.—A pardon has been 
grunted by Governor Bartlett to Robert 
Mathews, convicted of manslaughter in 
Lake county in June, 1883, and sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment. The Judge, 
District Attorney and jurors who partici 
pnted in the case recommended the pardon, 
and many of the best citizens of Lake 
county strenuously urged that it be granted.

any other manner. 
The outlook for large exhibits by whole­ 
sale merchants and manufacturers of San 
Francisco and Sacramento was never bet­ 
ter.
